Now 
fienriy  six  hnndrec\  carvers  ore  at  work  for 
two  firms  and  ns  many  an  a  thousand  ac¬ 
complished  arts  find  employment  in  the 
fiiiy.  the  birger  part  of  them  upon  the  ixx- 
ter.or  decoration  of  hooseg. 

A  wnter  for  the  Soening  who  has 

I’.vly  investigated  this  (for  ns)  new  indus¬ 
try.  says  thnt  khe'  rapid  itnoiigratiun  of 
skilled  carvers  from  Europe  has  bml  the  ef- 
fscl  of  redncittg  wages  considerably,  yet 
•Jiey  are  still  g-jod.  The  very  finest  work- 
fiicu,  CHpeciaily  those 'ia  the  possession  of 
fioni^  secret  jirocu-ise*  of  doing  diiiicuit 
»«wk,  receive  wages  as  high  as  eight  dollars 
B  day.  The  average  pay  of  good  wood 
t-rver*  is  from  four  to  five  dollars  a  day. 
The  process  of  ebonizing  cherry-wood,  for 
tnstiiuce,  ,.M?d  by  one  of  the  firms  visited,  is 
k  secret  known  only  to  tlie  workman  who 

!o«n  iL  Erea  thu  members  of  the  firm 
iv  i-  no  right  to  ask  what  his  secret  is.  The 
w*  that  he  can  get  a  finer,  more  ebony-Lke 
irface  than  any  other  twin  gives  him  a 
igh  value  at  ouce.  Although  the  use  of 
tnev  hiunicid  devices  few  earving  wood  are  so 
4  lunch  di diked  by  the  bc-«t  workmen  that 
i.uid[Jiper  is  forbidden,  machinery  is  now 
t»ed  to  cut  awuy  the  rongh  pares  of  a  bit  of 
rarving.  A  j^cuiiar  toot  driven  by  steam 
power  eats  out  tho  wood  wherever  it  goes, 
uid  thus  a  skillf.il  man  blocks  out  in  a 
rough  way  os  much  work  in  a  day  os  twenty 
men  could  have  done  formerly. 

The  delicacy  and  lightness  of  wood -curv¬ 
ing,  un.l  the  good  pay  which  .fair  workmen 
it e  for  it,  have  already  attracted  many 
American  apprentices,  who  ore  making 
rapid  headway,  and  promise  to  surpass  the 
foreigners. 

Frictional  Et-Ecrnicrrr.  —  About  a  year

Ccriocs  Evfect  o?  Wat**  ox  Glaxo.— 
As  well  known,  the  glass  disks  of  the  Holtz 
machine  become  quickly  u. active.  Their 
superficial  conductivity  occa-ious  an  indoo- 
tiou  of  the  eurreiA-  which  completely  neu¬ 
tralizes  that  ot  the  machine.  For  this  rea¬ 
son  i:  was  for  a  long  time  the  practice  to 
cover  the  disk*  with  au  iasoUting^araish. 
That  not  unswenag.lbe  method  was  tried  of 
pulling  the  entire  apparatus  under  a  gloat 
case  and  keeping  it  exposed  to  the  vapor* 
of  petroleum.  Jenkins,  in  his  treatise  on
